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NINETEENTH REPORT. 


MAY IT PLEASE Your MAJESTY, 


We, Your Majesty’s Civil Service Commissioners, humbly 
offer to Your Majesty this our Nineteenth Report. 

During the last twelve months several important questions, 
bearing on the proceedings of this Commission, have been raised 
by the reports of a committee appointed to inquire ito various 
matters connected with the Civil Service ; but as no action has 
yet been taken upon these reports, which are understood to be at 
present under the consideration of Your Majesty’s Government, 
we think it better to abstain altogether from touching upon any 
of the points to which they are addressed, and to content our- 
selves on this occasion with giving a brief statistical account of 
the examinations whichhave been conducted under our directions. 

The total number of cases which have come before this Com- - 
mission between the date of the Order in Council of May 2lst, 
1855, and the 31st of December 1874, has’ been 142,423,*' of 
which 70,452, or nearly one-half, belong to the comparatively 
short period of 44 years subsequent to July Ist, 1870. We 
subjoin, in a tabular form, some facts connected with these cases 
—the first table (A.) distinguishing cases of simple nomination 
from those of competition, limited or open; -the second (B.) 
distinguishing examinations held under the provisions of the 
Orders in Council from those held under other authority.

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It may not be without interest if we add in this place a few 
remarks respecting the arrangements in force in some of Your 
Majesty’s Colonial Possessions in regard to the examination of 
candidates for admission to civil employment. 

In our third report, submitted to Your Majesty in 1858, we 
drew attention to. an Act of the Legislature of Canada throwing 
appointments in the Civil Service of that colony open to public 
competition. 

We have been recently furnished, by the kindness of Your 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for the) Colonies, with a copy of an 
Act of the Legislature of South Australia, assented to on the 
12th August 1874, making similar provisions with regard to the 
Civil Service of that Colony. The regulations framed under that 
Act throw open the “cadetships” in the Civil Service to youn 
men between the ages of 16 and 18 who are of good health 
and character, and who pass an, examination in reading aloud a 
passage from an English author, writing from dictation, English 
grammar and composition, arithmetic including vulgar and 
decimal fractions, geography (especially that of the British Isles, 
‘Australia, Tasmania, and New Zealand), and the outlines of 
English History. Optional papers (on which a special report is 
to be made) are also set in the four following subjects; viz., 
(1.) Modern Languages. (2.) Mathematics. (8.) Classics. (4.) 
Natural Science. 

The Secretary of State has also communicated to us the 
Annual Reports of the New Zealand Examination Board, dated 
July 1873 and July 1874, showing the working of regulations 
framed under the New Zealand Civil Service Act of 1866, 
whereby every candidate is required to pass the “junior” ex- 
amination before he can become eligible for any appointment 
in the Civil Service, and the “senior” examination before he can 
be promoted to any class above the fourth, 

The junior examination embraces English (dictation, reading, 
spelling, grammar, and composition), arithmetic including vulgar 
and decimal fractions, geography, and the history of England; 
all the subjects being compulsory. 

In the senior examination, English, Latin, arithmetic, and 
geography are compulsory; and candidates must also pass in two 
‘at least of the following optional subjects :—The Greek, French, 
German, and Maori languages ; Algebra; Geometry; Pgnical . 
Science ; ee Book-keeping, and Shorthand, 
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* From the last Report, dated July 1874, it appears that in the 
three and a half years ending 30th June 1874, 111 candidates 
entered themselves for the junior examination, of whom 67 
passed ; and 46 for the senior examination, of whom 33 passed. 

It further appears that of 87 persons who had passed the 
examinations of the board since its institution, 67 had received 
appointments in the public service, the remaining 20 being either 
still at school, in private employ, or unaccounted for. 

All which we humbly submit to Your Majesty’s most gracious 
consideration.

WuerEaAs it is expedient to make provision for testing, accord- 
ing to fixed rules, the qualifications of the young men who may 
from time to time be proposed to be appointed to the junior 
situations in any of Her Majesty’s Civil Establishments. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby ordered, 
that the Right Honourable Sir Edward Ryan, Assistant. Comp- 
troller General of the Exchequer, John George Shaw Lefevre, 
Esquire, Companion of the Bath, Clerk Assistant to the House 
of Lords, and Edward Romilly, Esquire, Chairman of the Board 
of Audit, or such other persons as Her Majesty may from time 
to time. approve in the stead of them or any of them, shall-be 
Commissioners for conducting the examination of the young men 
so proposed to be appointed to any of the junior situations in the 
civil establishments as aforesaid, and shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of Her Majesty, and shall have power, subject to 
the approval of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to 
appoint from time to time such assistant examiners and others as 
may be required to assist them in the performance of the duties 
herein-after assigned to them. ; 

And it is hereby ordered, that the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury do prepare and submit to Parliament an 
estimate for the remuneration of a secretary to the said Commis- 
sioners, and of such examiners and others as may be required to 


assist in the performance of their duties. 


And it is hereby ordered, that all such young men as may be 
proposed to be appomted to any junior situation in any depart- 
ment of the Civil Service shall, before they are admitted to 
probation, be examined by or under the directions of the said 
Commissioners, and shall receive from them a certificate of 
qualification for such situation. :

11. No service, however much it may happen to be prolonged, will 
confer any claim to superannuation or compensation’ allowance. 

12. The remuneration of boy-writers engaged by time will be at the 
rate of 4d. per hour, an addition of 4d. per hour being allowable by the 
Civil Service Commissioners at the end of each year of approved ser- 
vice. Should any boy-writers be engaged by the piece they will be 
paid at such rates as may be fixed by the Civil Service Commissioners 
with the approval of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. 

13. When a writer has a week’s pay to receive he shall lose no part 
of it for days on which the office is shut for public holidays. With this 
exception writers will only receive pay for the hours or parts of hours 
during which they actually attend. 

14. No person who has been trained, either wholly or partially, at 
the public expense for the occupation of a teacher in schools in con- 
nexion with the Committee of Council for Education or the Board of 
National Education, Ireland, is eligible for employment as a writer, 
unless he shall have first obtained the consent of the Treasury.

That where the words “4th June.1870” occur in the third 
clause of the said Order, the words “ 19th ‘August 1871” be sub- 
stituted instead thereof.

The following Treasury Minutes referring to the Order in 
Council of 19th August 1871 have been issued :-— 


Treasury, 27th June 1872. 

My Lords advert to an order of Her Majesty in Council, dated 19th 
August 1871, whereby it was ordered, among other things,— 

1. That no temporary writer should be attached thenceforth to any 
establishment of Her Majesty’s Civil Service, except in conformity with 
certain regulations to the order now in recital annexed, or with such 
further regulations as the said Civil Service Commissioners might, 
with the concurrence of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, issue 
in execution of their powers in that behalf. 

2. That a week’s notice which might, at the discretion of the chief of 
the department, be extended to a months notice, should be given to all 
acting writers (except such as fell within the terms of clause 3 of the 
order now in recital) who should not be willing to continue their service 
upon the terms of the regulations thereto appended. 

3. That temporary writers theretofore certificated by the Civil Service 
Commissioners for service in any particular department, and temporary 
writers at the date of the order now in recital borne upon the register of 
the Civil Service Commissioners, who had been respectively serving in 
the same department continuously from a date preceding 4th June 1870, 
should be excepted from clause 2, and be retained, but only so long as 
their services were required in the same department at the salary or 
wages, and on the other terms, which they were actually receiving and 
were actually subject to on 4th June 1870, without any addition thereto 
or alteration therein on account of service “following that date. 

My Lords take notice that many temporary writers were serving in 
Her Majesty’s civil establishments on 4th June 1870, upon terms which 
included certain annual increments of their wages up to a maximum 
according to their efficiency and good conduct, and also included certain 
provisions forterminating their service should it be no longer required. 

My Lords further advert to various communications showing that the 
said last-mentioned writers had, up to the date of the herein-before 
recited Order in Council of 19th August 1871, generally, although 
erroneously, construed the said terms to mean that (with the exception 
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of misconduct) the same writers should be retained in employment on. 


their then terms, as long as work of the kind which they had been 
engaged to do required to be done in the departments where they were 
employed. 

My Lords hold that in order to maintain clearly a distinction between 
temporary writers and persons serving in an established capacity in the 
permanent civil service of the state, it was absolutely necessary to sub- 
stitute such terms as those in the said Order in Council of the 19th 
August 1871, for the terms which included progressive wages, but, in 
order to compensate the existing writers, as far as is reasonable, for any 
disappointment which this alteration in the terms of temporary service 
may, have occasioned to them, my Lords are pleased to ‘direct as 
‘follows :— 

Every temporary writer, under whatever name, who was on the 
Ath June 1870 empleyed in any of Her Majesty’s civil establishments, 

aud was engaged upon terms which included progressive wages, shall 
(subject to the provision by Parliament of the necessary funds) be 
allowed his choice of the following alternatives :— 


(A.) Either to continue in, his employment upon the terms laid down 


in penil 3 of the Order in Council of 19th August 1871; or, 

(B.) To retire, receiving a gratuity upon the scale of a pension com- 
muted at five years’ purchase under section 7 of the Superannuation 
Act of 1859, as applied by the Treasury Minute of 14th June 1859.* 

Those writers who may elect to receive the gratuities will be eligible 
for re-employment as writers on the ordinary scale under the regulations 


contained in the schedule to the Order in Council of 19th August 1871.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer submits to the Board that in order 
to secure that uniform effect be given to the Order in Council of 9th 
August 1872, on the subject of writers, intimation should be conveyed 
to the chiefs of departments that the Order in question contemplates— 

(a.) The payment to every writer to whom it applies of the difference 
between his actual receipts up to the 9th August 1872, and what his 
receipts would have been had no alteration been made in his old scale, 
including his increments before 19th August 1871; and, 

(4.) That he be paid from 9th August 1872, inclusive, at the rate to 
which his old seale, including his increments, would have brought 
him on the 19th August 1871, had no change been made in it upon 
that date.

The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have received 
several applications from writers to be promoted, as vacancies occur, to 
the establishment of the department in which they have been serving, 
and such applicants have referred my Lords to the reply given by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to a question put by Mr. Otway in the 
House of Commons, on the 4th of August, relative to the position of 
writers employed in public departments. 

Their Lordships learn from the Chancellor of the Exchequer that 
the statement alluded to in your report was of a much more limited 
character than the applicants’ reference to it assumes. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was: not speaking of any general 
system whereby temporary, writers were, as vacancies occur, to be con- 
verted into members of the permanent Civil Service, but of a particular 
class of cases, incident to periods of transition, where the work assigned 
to writers is discovered to be such as ought to be given to established 
clerks, and where writers, who have been doing it for some time in a 
satisfactory manner, are recommended by the heads of departments 
as fit for the clerkships which are to be created, and are able and willing 
te pass for admission into them a suitable test examination. 

In all cases where either the department is included in Schedule A. 
of the Order in Council of 4th June 1870, or (as must generally be the 
case) the writer is over the age fixed for admission into the service, the 
Lords of the Treasury, supposing them to have consented to the increase 
of establishment, must further be applied to for their consent to the 
application of Clause VII. of the same Order to such cases. 

Before giving such consent my Lords would look to see what reason 
any writer so recommended had had to expect any such advancement, and 
they would not be disposed to suspend the ordinary rules of admission 
into the department in favour of any writer who, besides satisfying the con- 
ditions stated above, had not also something to plead in the way of expec- 
tations either held out to him in express terms, or created and encouraged 
by the receipt of progressive wages. It would obviously be out of 
the question for the Government to withdraw from the public any portion 
of those offices which are now open to competition, to the great promo- 
tion of education and improvement of the Civil Service. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was speaking of writers engaged on 
terms which are no longer continued, and of the means which occasional 
changes in the organization of departments offer of relieving such men. 

It is evident that such a statement as this does not warrant individual 
writers in making application for promotion to vacancies, but is only an 
intimation to the heads of departments that whenever a writership has 
to be converted into a clerkship, there is an opportunity of considering 
the writer who occupies the post if at the time when he began to serve | 
in the department the then existing rules were more in his favour than ~ 
now. ;

1. Competitive examinations of candidates for various situations or classes of 
situations in the different public departments will ‘be held from time to time at such 
places as may be deemed expedient.

At each examination such a number of candidates will be selected as 
may be necessary to fill the situations which may have been reported to the Civil 
Service Commissioners as vacant up to the date at which the result of the examination 
is declared. 

2. These examinations will be open, with such exceptions and under such condi-

8. Candidates who have served as pupil teachers or schoolmasters in schools under 
inspection by the Committee of Council on Education, England, or by the Commis- 
sioners of National Education, Ireland, will be reported specially to those departments ; 
and such of them as have been trained in normal schools at the public expense will 
not be qualified to receive appointments in the Civil Service until the consent of those 
departments, given in conformity with rules sanctioned by the Lords of the Treasury, 
has been notified to the Civil Service Commissioners. 

9. In reckoning age for competition the following allowances will be made, viz.,

*,* Revised Regulations may at any time be issued, which will apply to every writer 
who may accept or renew an engagement after their publication in the London Gazette. 


Civil Service Commission, 17th November 1873. 
1. A register of writers for temporary employment in Public Departments will 
be kept by the Civil Service Commissioners. Candidates must satisfy the Commis- 


sioners that they are of good health and character, and that they are duly qualified 


under the following regulations (2 and 3). 
2. The limits of age will be:— 
(a) For men writers,—over 18. 
(6) For boy writers,—14 to 18.

4, Examinations, for the purpose of testing the qualifications of candidates in the 
above-mentioned subjects, will be held by the Civil Service Commissioners from 
time to time as may be necessary, and a certain number, regulated by the probable 


_ demand from the Public Departments, of those who display the requisite amount of 


proficiency, will be placed upon the register kept by-the Commissioners. 

5. The fee payable by persons attending these examinations will be 5s. for each 
person in class (a), and 2s. 6d. for each person in class (6). 

6. Registered writers will be summoned for employment in any of the public 
departments as they are wanted. When not wanted, they will have no claim to 
employment. Refusing to serve when called upon, except for reasons satisfactory 
to the Civil Service Commissioners, they will be removed from the register. The 
order in which they may be employed, the departments to which they may be 
assigned, and their retention generally on the register, will be determined by the 
Civil Service Commissioners ; but they will be subject to the orders of the depart- 
ments in which they are serving during the'time of their actual employment, and 
will be liable to dismissal from them by the authorities thereof, without notice, for 
inefficiency or misconduct. - 

7. Writers may be engaged by the hour, day, or week, or by the piece. The 
engagement of all writers, not engaged for a shorter period, will be by the week. 
Writers engaged for a day or upwards will ordinarily be employed for the number of 
hours constituting the official day in. the department to which they are attached, but 
if they are required to give their services after official hours, they must do so, and 
they will be paid at the same rate, whether by the hour or by the piece, as in the 
official hours. A writer refusing to work after official hours on these terms without 
an excuse satisfactory to the authorities of the department will be liable to dismissal 
by them without notice. 


8. Men writers will be paid either at the rate of 10d. per hour, or at the rate of 
13d. for every 100 words well and correctly copied, as the authorities of the depart- 
ment for which they are required may determine. Other rates for special kinds of 
work may be determined by the Civil Service Commissioners, with the previous 
approval of the Commissioners of the Treasury ; but writers, as a rule, are not meant 
to be employed upon any work except copying, or the simpler forms of registration 
and calculation, under the direction and in relief of established officers. 


* Candidates should fully understand that only those who show themselves pro- 
ficient in the obligatory subjects canbe placed upon the register, and that those who 
do not pass in arithmetic will be excluded from employment where writers are re- 
quired for arithmetical work, 
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9. No service, however much it may happen to be prolonged, will confer any claim 
to superannuation or compensation allowance. 


10. The pay of boy writers will commence at the rate of 4d. per hour; an addition 
of $d. per hour may be allowed by the Civil Service Commissioners at the end of 
each year of approved service. Should any boy writers be engaged by the piece they 
will be paid at such rates as may be fixed by the Civil Service Commissioners, with 
the approval of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. Boy writers will not be 
retained, as such, after they shall have reached the age of 19. 


11. Ifa public holiday, on which the office is closed, fall within the period of a 
writer’s engagement, he may be paid in respect of it as for a working day. Writers 
may, with the consent of the department in which they are serving, or, if not at the 
time serving, with the consent of the Civil Service Commissioners, he allowed holi- 
days, with pay, at the rate for the official day, in the proportion of one day for every 
24 full days of actual and approved service previously rendered by them as registered 
writers. After the 1st of January 1875, no writer shall be allowed to take more than 
twelve days leave under these conditions, between the Ist day.of January and the 
31st day of December, both days inclusive, in any one year. In calculating the 
leave to be allowed in any given year, no service shall be counted before the Ist day 
of January of the preceding year. 


12. Writers who may fall ill while serving in any department, and whose illness 
may be attested by medical certificate to the satisfaction of the authorities of such 
department, may be allowed sick-leave, receiving three-fourths of the rate of pay for 
the official day; provided such writers have been borne on the register one year or 
upwards, and provided that no writer shall be paid for holidays and sick-leave, taken 
together, for more than 28 days within any one year, exclusive of public holidays. 


13. Except in conformity with regulations 11 and 12, writers will only receive pay 
for the hours, or parts of hours, during which they actually attend. 


14. No person who has been trained, either wholly or partially, at the public 
expense, for the occupation of a teacher in schools in connexion with the Committee 
of Council for Education, or the Board of National Education, Ireland, is eligible for 
employment as a writer, until the consent of those departments, given in conformity 
with rules sanctioned by the Lords of the Treasury, has been notified to the Civil 
Service Commissioners. 


15. Writers are not intended to travel during ah engagement, nor will they, as a 
rule, be required to accept engagements at a distance from their residence ; but any 
writer who may be ordered to travel will be allowed such reasonable and customary 
expenses as the Lords of the Treasury may in each case approve. 


16. All rights specially reserved by the Order in Council of 9th August i872, or 
otherwise, to writers engaged before the 19th of August 1871, are continued. 


_ REGULATIONS respecting TemPpoRARY MESSENGERS in GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS. 


1. A list of persons eligible for occasional employment as messengers, porters, &c. 
in Government Departments will be kept by the Civil Service Commissioners. 
2. The limits of age will be— 
(a.) For men messengers,—over 20. 
(6.) For boy messengers,—13 to 15. 


3. For the present the list of men messengers will be limited to the following 
classes of persons, viz., persons nominated before 19th August 1872 by the chief 
authorities of the department in which théir services continue to be required, and 
persons who have served in the Army or Navy, or Royal Irish Constabulary, and 
are in receipt of a pension for life. 


4, Boy messengers will not be retained as such after reaching the age of 20. 


5. Candidates may present themselves for examination, at such times as the Com- 
missioners may fix, at the Civil Service Commission, Cannon Row, Westminster. 
They must be of good health and character, and must satisfy the Commissioners of 
their ability to read and write. 


6. Whenever the occasional service of messengers, &c. is required by a depart- 
ment, application will be made to the Civil Service Commissioners, who will select a 
person from the list above mentioned. ‘The insertion of a name on this list will not, 
however, imply a certainty of employment, it will merely render a candidate eligible 
for employment in case there should be a demand for his services.

GrenrraL Recutations* (issued 8th April 1872; and amended by Notices in the 
Lonvon Gazerrn of the 24th January 1873, 21st November 1873, 16th June 1874, 
and 5th February 1875) respecting Open Comentitive Examinations for Sirv- 
ATIONS in the Cryin SERVICE. . : 

1. Competitive examinations of candidates for various situations or classes of situ- 
ations in the different public departments will be held from time to time at such places 
as may be deemed expedient. Before every such examination special regulations will 
be issued, in which the particular conditions of the competition will be specified. At 
each examination such a number of candidates will be selected as may be necessary to 
fill the situations which may have been reported to the Civil Service Commissioners 
as vacant up to the date at which the result of the examination is declared. 

2. These examinations will be open, with such exceptions and under such conditions 


‘as may be laid down, to all natural-born subjects of Her Majesty, being of good 


health and character. 

3. Persons actually serving in the army or navy will not be admitted to compete 
for situations in the Civil Service. eran } 

4, Engineer’ students in Her Majesty’s dockyards will not be eligible to compete 
unless they obtain the express consent of the Lords of the Admiralty to their pre- 
senting themselves as candidates. 

5. Members of the Royal Irish Constabulary of less than 12 years’ service will not 
be admitted to any open competition, until they have resigned their appointments in 
that force, unless the Inspector General of Constabulary shall otherwise recommend. 

6. Persons who have commuted a pension of any kind under the Act 32 & 33 Vict. 
ce. 82., or the Act 34 & 35 Vict. c. 36. (the Pensions Commutation Acts, 1869 and 
1871), will not be admitted to compete for situations in the Civil Service without 
express permission from the Treasury ; and in particular such persons should bear 
in mind section 10 in each of these Acts. 

7. Any person who after succeeding in any examination: held under these regula- 
tions may have declined to accept the situation offered him in accordance with their 


~ provisions, or who may have accepted. such a situation and passed-into actual em- 


ployment in the Civil Service, will be disqualified for admission to any subsequent com- 
petition for the same situation or class of situations, 

8. Persons already in the Public Service will not be eligible unless they shall have 
produced to the Civil Service Commissioners at least one week before the competitive 
examination the written permission of the authorities of the department in which 
they are serving to attend the examination. 

9. Candidates who have served as pupil-teachers or schoolmasters ih schools under 
inspection.by the Committee of Council on Education, England, or by the Commis- 
sioners of National Education, Ireland, will be reported specially to those Depart- 
ments; and such of them as have been trained in normal schools at the public expense 
will not be qualified to ‘receive appointments in the Civil Service until the consent of 
those Departments, given in conformity with rules sanctioned by the Lords of the 
Treasury, has been notified to the Civil Service Commissioners. 

10. In reckoning age for competition the following allowances will be made, viz., (1) 
members of the military and naval services (whether commissioned or non-com- 
missioned) may deduct from their actual age any time during which they have served ; 
(2) persons who have served for two full consecutive years (@) in any civil situation 
to which they were admitted with the certificate of the Civil Service Commissioners, 
(®) in the Royal Irish Constabulary, or (c) as registered writers in connexion with 
the Civil Service, may deduct from their actual age any time not exceeding five years 
which they may have spent in such service. 

11. If at any examination two or more situations, whether in the same or in different 
departments, shall be offered for competition, the successful candidates will be per- 
mitted to choose in their order as determined by the competitive examination among 
the situations offered for competition ; provided that they be duly qualified according 
to the special rules prescribed, under clause IV. of Her Majesty’s Order in Council of 
4th June 1870, for the particular situations to which they may severally be assigned. 
If there be a vacant situation for which no one of the selected candidates is duly 
qualified, the Civil Service Commissioners, may offer it to the candidate highest at 
the time on the list of selected candidates, subject to his passing a qualifying examina- 
tion within such period as they may determine; or they may reserve it to be filled by 
means of a subsequent open competition, or otherwise, as they may see fit, in accord-

From the era which the author has chosen for the date of his story, 
- the critic will perceive that the novel before him is neither intended for 
a romance of chivalry, nor for a tale of modern manners. A tale of 
manners, to be interesting, must either refer to antiquity so great as to 
have become venerable, or it must bear a vivid reflection of those scenes 
which are passing daily before our eyes, and are interesting from their 
novelty. ‘Thus the coat-of-mail of our ancestors, and the triple-furred 
pelisse of our modern beaux, may, though for very different reasons, be 
equally fit for the array of a fictitious character ; ; but who, meaning the 
eustume of his hero to be i impressive, would willingly attire him in the 
court dress of George the Second’s reign, with its no collar, large sleeves, 
and low pocket-holes ? The same may be urged, with equal truth, of 
the Gothic hall, which, with its darkened and tinted windows, its 
elevated and gloomy roof, and massive oaken table garnished with 
boars-head and rosemary, pheasants and peacocks, cranes and cygnets, 
has an excellent effect in fictitious description. Much may also be 
gained by a lively display of a modern féte, such as we have daily re- 
corded in that part of a newspaper entitled the Mirror of Fashion, if 
we contrast these, or either of them, with the splendid formality of an 
entertainment given Sixty Years since; and thus it will be readily seen 
how much the painter of antique or of fashionable manners gains over 
him who delineates those ofthe last generation. Considering the dis- 
advantages inseparable from this part of my subject, I must be under- 
stood to have resolved to avoid them as much as possible, by throwing 
the force of my narrative upon the characters and passions of the actors; 
—those passions common to men in all stages of society, and which have 
alike agitated the human heart, whether. it throbbed under the steel 
corslet of the fifteenth century, the brocaded coat of the eighteenth, or 
the blue frock and white dimity waistcoat of the present day.

In contracts of hiring made with 
artiffisers or other persons emploied in the traids spessyfide in sexion 
ninteene of an Act of William the fourthe, the waiges must be made 
payible in the currant koine of this relme. Nor is the emploier alowd 
to sett off goods suplyde to the artiffisser against the waiges dew to him. 
Obeedyanse to this Act is infoarsed by pennultys. A memmorandem of 
aggreament for the hire of any mannufacturar or meenyal servent is 
exempt from stampe dewty. A number of stattewts point out moads 


for the arangement of desputes ocurring between masters and workmen.

In the mean time, Hastings was compelled to turn his attention to 
foreign affairs. The ohject of his diplomacy was at this time simply to 
get money. The finances of-his- government were in an embarrassed 
state; and this embarrassment he was determined to relieve by some 
means, fair or foul. The principle which directed all his dealing with 
his neighbours is fully expressed by the old motto of one of the great 
predatory families of the Scottish Border, “ Thou shalt want ere I want.” 
He seems to have laid it down, as a fundamental proposition which could 
not be disputed, that, when he had not as many lacs of rupees as the 
public service required, he was to take them from anybody who had. 
One thing, indeed, is to be said in excuse for him. The pressure applied 
to him by his employers at home was such as only the highest virtue 
could have withstood, such as left him no choice except to commit great 
wrongs, or to resign his high post, and with that post all his hopes of 
fortune and distinction. The directors; it is true, never enjoined or 
applauded any crime. Far from it, Whoever examines their letters 
written at that time will find there many just and humane sentiments, 
many excellent precepts, in short, an admirable code of political ethics. 
But every exhortation is modified or nullified by.a demand for money. 
‘“‘ Govern leniently, and send more money ; practice strict justice and 
“ moderation towards neighbouring powers, and send more money ;” 
this is in truth the sum of almost all the instructions that Hastings ever 
received from home. Now these instructions, being interpreted, mean 
simply, “Be the father and the oppressor of the people ; be just and 
“ unjust, moderate and rapacious.” We by no means accuse or suspect 
those who framed these despatches of hypocrisy. It is probable that, 
writing fifteen thousand miles from the place where their orders were 
to be carried into effect, they never perceived the gross inconsistency of 
~ which they were guilty.

Szotion I.—First APPOINTMENTS TO CAVALRY AND INFANTRY. 


1. Medical Examination. 


1. All candidates, excepting non-commissioned officers, will be in- 
spected by a medical board ; and no candidate will be allowed to pro- 
ceed to examination hy the Civil Service Commissioners unless certified 
by the board to be free from any bodily defects or ailments, and in all 
respects as to height and physical qualities fit for Her Majesty’s service. 


’ ‘2. Age. 

2. The limits of age for candidates for admission by competition, 
‘Queen’s cadets, Indian cadets, and pages of honour, will be from 17 to 
20; for students of the universities who shall have passed the interim 
examination as specified in article 22, from 17 to 21; for graduates of 
the universities who shall have passed the examination for the degree 
of B.A. or M.A., from 17 to 22; and for lieutenants from the militia, 
from 19 to 22. Officers who entered the militia between 16th February 
and 1st November 187! inclusive, may be admitted up to the age of 23. 
Candidates for commissions in West India regiments may be admitted, 
up to the age of 24.*

University Candidates who apply for appointments during the year 1878, 
must be within the prescribed limits of age on tbe date of their application, unless 
the University certificate of examination cannot be sent with the application (see 

‘para. 22), in which case the candidate must be within the prescribed limits of age on 
the date of obtaining his University qualification. 
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3. General Regulations as to Entrance Examinations. 


4, The entrance examinations will be conducted by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and will take place three times a year in the months of 
January, April, and August. 

5. Notice will be given from time to time of the day and place of the 
examinations. 

6. The number of trials allowed will not exceed three. 

7. All candidates, except graduates and students from the univer: sities 
and non-commissioned officers, will be required to satisfy the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners in the following subjects :— 


(1.) Mathematics, viz., (a) arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal 
fractions, proportion, and simple interest ; (b) geometry, not 
beyond the.standard of the first book of Euclid. 

(2.) French, German, or some other modern language; the exami- 
nation being limited to.a translation from the language, and 
grammatical questions, __- 

(3.) Writing English correctly, and in a good legible hand, from dic- 
tation. 

(4.) The elements of geometrical drawing ; including the construe- 
tion of scales, and the use of simple mathematical instruments. — 

(5.) Geography. 

8. No marks will be allotted for the abana preliminary examination 
excepting for géometrical drawing. 

9. The. “fur ther examination” will so pr oceeded with immediately 
on the conciusion of the “preliminary examination.” Candidates who 
fail in the preliminary examination will be informed of their failure as 
soon as possible, and they will then be released from further attendance. 

10, The subjects of the further examination, and the maximum num- 
ber of marks obtainable for each subject, will be as follows:— .. .

Of these nine subjects candidates will not be allowed to take up more 
than five nor less than two, exclusive of drawing. 

11. In order to secure a proper proficiency in all the subjects taken 
up. by a candidate, a certain number will be deducted from the marks 
gained by the candidate in each subject.

4, Candidates for Admission by Open Competition. 


12. Notice will be given from time to time of the number Jof sub- 
lieutenancies open to general competition at each periodical entrance 
examination. 

13. A candidate for admission by competition at the January, April, 
or August examination, must send to the military secretary, not less 
than one month before the lst January, 1st April, or 1st August respec- 
tively, an application to be examined, accompanied by the following 
papers :— 

(a) An extract from the register of his birth; or, in default, a decla- 
ration made by one of his parents or guardians before a magis- 
trate, giving his exact age. 

(0) A certificate of good moral character, signed by a clergyman of 
the parish in which he has:-recently resided, or by the tutor or 
head of the school or college at which. he has received his 
education for at least the two preceding years, or some other 
satisfactory proof of good moral character. 

(c) A statement of the subjects in which he wishes to be examined. 
(See paragraph 10.) 

14, A candidate who has once been examined will only he required, 
when he applies to be examined again, to forward the list of subjects he 
selects, and a certificate of good moral character for the interval between 
the two examinations. 

15. The following will be the mode of selecting the successful candi- 
dates at the open competitive examination. After the proper deduction 
(in accordance with para,.11) has been made from the number of marks 
gained by each candidate in the several subjects in which he has been 
examined, the remainders will be summed up, and the marks gained by 
the candidate, in geometrical drawing, at the preliminary examination 
will be added thereto. The resulting total will determine the place of 
the candidate in the competitive list ; the successful candidates being 
those who stand at the head of the list up to the number of vacancies 
competed for. 


5. Queen's and Indian Cadets and Pages of Honour. 


16. Queen’s cadets are sons of officers of the army, royal navy, and 
royal marines, who have fallen in action, or died of wounds received in 
action, or of disease contracted on service abroad, and who have left 
their families in reduced circumstances. They are appointed by the 


Secretary of State'on the recommendation of the Commander-in-Chief 
or First Lord of the Admiralty. 


17. Applications for Queen’s cadetships should be addressed to. the 
military secretary, if the candidate is the son of an officer of the army, 
or to the secretary of the Admiralty, if the candidate is. the son of an 


‘officer of the royal navy or royal marines. 


18. Indian cadets are the sons of persons who have served in India 
in the military or civil service of Her Majesty, or of the East India 
company, and are nominated by the Secretary of State for India in 
Council, under the provisions of 21 & 22 Vict.c. 106. and 23 & 24 Vict. 


e. 100. Applications for Indian cadetships should be addressed to the 


military secretary, India Office. 

19. A Queen’s cadet, Indian cadet, or page of honour must send the 
papers mentioned in paragraph 13 or 14 to the military secretary imme- 
diately on receiving an order from him so to do. 

20. In accordance with article 1 of the royal warrant of 30th October 
1871, Queen’s cadets, Indian cadets, and pages of honour will be oe

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Examination laid down in paragraph 7,-and any two of the subjects in 
paragraph 10, exclusive of drawing. Candidates who can produce a 
University certificate as prescribed in paragraph 22, will be exempted 
from this examination. 
21. The Civil Service Commissioners will not grant a certificate to 
any candidate, the aggregate of whose marks, after the deduction pre- 
scribed by paragraph 11, does not indicate, in the judgment of the 
Commissioners, a competent amount of general proficiency. 


6. University Candidates. 


22. A graduate or student of one of the universities herein‘after 
specified, who is a candidate for the commission of sub-lieutenant, must 
send an application to the military secretary, not later than the month of 
October of the year in which he obtains his university qualification, 
with a view to his appointment in the following year. The application 
must be accompanied by papers (a) and (5), described in paragraph 13. 
A. certificate from the proper authority that he has taken his degree in 
arts, ot has passed the university examination specified below, must be 
forwarded, if possible, at the same time; but as certain of the exami- 
nations at the universities do not take place until nearly the end of the 
year, it will suffice if in such cases the certificate of examination is sent 
in one week before the Ist January, provided that the application, 


~ accompanied by the other certificates, has, been pronoesly made as 


directed.

23. Notice will be given, from time to time, of the number of vacancies 
which will be allotted in each year to the university candidates. In 
case there should be more candidates than vacancies, the required 
number will be selected by competition among the said candidates at the 
ensuing January entrance examination, but without a preliminary 
examination. The successful candidates must then be prepared to 
accept commissions in the course of the current year ; otherwise their 
claims will lapse. 


9. Lieutenants of Militia. 


27. Notice will be given from time to time to officers commanding 
militia regiments whenever they will be permitted to recommend a 
lieutenant for a commission in the army,; probably one in each year for 
a battalion of 10 companies, and for other battalions in proportion. 

28. Before a lieutenant of militia can be granted a commission as 
lieutenant in the army he will be required— 

(a) To have served two annual trainings with his militia regiment. 

(6) To produce a certificate of qualification from the Civil Service 

Commissivners, similar to that herein-before prescribed for Queen’s 
and Indian cadets; or to produce a university cer tificate, as 
prescribed in paragraph 22.

Meantime Dublin had been in violent commotion. On the thirtieth — 

of June it was known that the armies were face to face with the Boyne 
between them, and that a battle was almost inevitable. The news that 
William was wounded came that evening. The first report was that the 
wound was mortal. From daybreak on the first of July the streets of 
Dublin were filled with persons eagerly asking and telling news. A 
thousand wild rumours wandered to and fro among the crowd: there 
had been hard fighting at the Boyne ; but the Irish had won the day :

By six it was known that 
all was lost. Soon after sunset, James, escorted by two hundred cavalry, 
rode into the castle. And now the tide of fugitives came in fast. Tull 
midnight all the northern avenues of the capital were choked with trains 
of cars and bands of horsemen, spent with running and riding, and 
begrimed with dust, some without their arms, and some disfigured by 
recent wounds. At two in the morning Dublin was still; but before 
the early dawn of midsummer the sleepers were roused by the peal of 
trumpets.

It is necessary that the selected candidates should at once commence 
their special preparation. They will remember that they have been se- 
lected on the ground of superior proficiency in subjects which (with, 
perhaps, the exception of Arabic and Sanskrit) are included within the 
ordinary range of English education. The Civil Service Commissioners 
believe that no better - presumptive evidence of fitness can be obtained ; 
but it must rest with the candidates themselves to give more conclusive 
evidence, by showing aptitude in acquiring the special knowledge neces- 
sary for them in the positions which they hope to gain. ‘They will be 
expected and required to devote their whole time to the pursuit of this 


—- 
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special knowledge. They must bear in mind that at the several exami- 
nations which they have to pass, the requirements of universities or 
colleges will not be regarded as affording any excuse for imperfect 
preparation ; and further, that any one who should accept the position 
of a selected candidate without the intention of using all diligence to 
qualify himself for the service, would be acting unfairly alike to the 
Government of India and to the candidate who might have been se- 
lected in his place. Hach candidate, in choosing his place of residence, 
should carefully consider what facilities will be afforded him for the 
prosecution of his studies ; and in this respect it should be remembered 
that London offers advantages for the study of law, and also, perhaps, of 
some of the vernacular languages, which can be obtained in no other 
part of the United Kingdom.

Candidates are advised, before commencing their attendance in court, 
to read either in Blackstone’s Commentaries, or in some other elemen- 
tary work, an account of the proceedings in a civil action and a criminal 
trial; and they are required to attend to the following points in the

In working out this summary, clearness 
and precision should be steadily kept in view. 

({d.) Each candidate is to append to his reports a declaration that they 
have been obtained by his personal attendance in court, and are 
bona fide his own composition, without revision or help given 
by another person or derived from another report. 

(e.) The reports are to be written on detached sheets of white foolscap 
paper of the ordinary size. One side only of the paper is to 
be used; and attention must- be paid to handwriting, which 
should be clear and large.

Of these, will be 
selected for the Presidency of Bengal, [ for the Upper Provinces, and 
for the Lower Provinces, | for that of Madras, and for that of Bombay.* 
—WNotice will hereatter be given of the days and place of examination. 

2. Any person desirous of competing at this examination, must produce to the 
Civil Service Commissioners, before the Ist of February 1874, evidence showing: — 

(a) That he is a natural-born subject. of Her Majesty. 

(6) That his age, on the 1st March 1874, will be above 17 years and under 
21 years. [N.B.—Jn the case of Natives of India this must be certified by the 
Government of India, or of the Presidency or Province in which the Candidate

The 
last of these examinations will be held at the close of the second year of probation, 
and will be called the “final examination,” at which it will be decided whether a 
selected candidate is qualified for the Civil Service of India.

he was so different from himself in different paris of his reign, that, as 
is well remarked by Lord Herbert, his history is his best character and 
description. He possessed great vigour of mind, which qualified him + 
for exercising dominion over men; courage, intrepidity; vigilance, in- 
flexibility ; and though these qualities lay not always under the guidance 
of a regular and solid judgment, they were accompanied with good 
parts and an extensive capacity.

Kings at the best find great difficulty in coming to 
a right understanding of their subjects’ wishes and dispositions, but 
James took every precaution to increase those difficulties. When the 
blow fell, he was utterly unprepared for it. He had listened to no 
advice, and he now found himself without advisers. He had given his 
confidence to none but those who had abused it.

For this reason, if we suppress 
the sense of our original, and force into its place our own, we may call 
our work an imitation, if we please, or, perhaps, a paraphrase ; but it is 
no longer the same author only in a different dress, and, therefore, it is 
not translation. Should a painter, professing to draw the likeness of a 
beautiful woman, give her other features than belong to her, and 
a general cast of countenance of his own invention, he might be said to 
have produced a curiosity, perhaps, in its way, but by no means the lady 
in question.

A Brahmin is the chief of all created beings ; the world and all in it 
are his: through him, indeed, other mortals enjoy life ; by his impre- 
cations he could destroy a king, with his troops, élephants, horses, and 
cars ; could frame other worlds, and regents of worlds, and could give 
being to new gods and new mortals. A Brahmin is to be treated with 
more respect than a king. 

The first quarter of a Brahmin’s life he must spend as a student, 
during which time he leads a life of abstinence and humiliation. His 
attention should be unremittingly directed to the Védas, and should on 
no account be wasted on worldly studies. He should treat his preceptor 
with implicit obedience, and with humble respect and attachment, 
which ought to be extended to his family. He must perform various 
servile offices for his preceptor, and must labor for himself in bringing 
logs and other materials for sacrifice, and water for oblations. He must. 
subsist entirely by begging from door to door. 

The military class enjoys, in a less degree, with respect to the Veisyas, 
the same inequality in criminal law that the Brahmin possesses in 
respect to all the other classes. The king belongs to this class, as 
probably do all his ordinary ministers. 

The loss of cast is faintly described by saying that it is civil death. 
A man not only cannot inherit, nor contract, nor give evidence, but he 
is excluded from all the intercourse of private life, as well as from the 
privileges of a citizen. 

He must not be admitted into his father’s house ; his nearest relations 
must not communicate with him; and he is deprived of all the con- 
solations of religion in this life and of all hope of happiness in that 
which is to follow. Unless, however, cast be lost. for an enormous 


. offence, or for long continued breach of rules, it can always: be regained 


by expiation; and the means of recovering it must be very easy, for 
the effects of the loss of it are now scarcely observable. It: occurs; no 
doubt, and prosecutions are not unfrequent in our’ courts: for unjust 
exclusion from cast ; but in a long residence in India I do not remember 
ever to have met with or heard of an individual placed in the circum- 
stances which I have described.

When a nation is actually obliged to spend its money in buying 
foreign corn, or on.any other object such as war, it is quite impossible 
that itcan have so much money to spend upon other things, its con- 
suming powers therefore, are diminished ; it must economize in other 
things. Now if the rate of discount is keptbelow its natural level, it 
stimulates and encourages production-so much beyond the powers of 
consumption, that it must necessarily terminate in an aggravated fall in 
prices. A timely raising of the rate of discount is, therefore, a warning 
to producers to contract their operations gradually. But keeping it. 
unnaturally low lulls them into false security; they maintain their - 
engagements on credit on an undiminished scale, till at last the bank, 
for its own safety is obliged to pull up ona sudden. Then follows a 
total refusal to discount, commercial panic, and ruin, It is then an 
incontrovertible, fundamental truth, in monetary science, that capital 
and credit form the circulating medium, and that they must increase 
and decrease together. An increase of currency without an increase of 
capital has no effect but to diminish the value of the currency. If a 
metallic currency increases faster than capital, nature provides a remedy, 
it is immediately exported. _But with an inconvertible paper currency, 
this cannot happen, and when capital is destroyed, currency remains 
in circulation ; when this goes on for any length of time, or to any 
extent, the inevitable result is a depreciation of the paper currency, 
which is shown by the rise of the market above the mint price of gold. 
This was eminently exemplified in England in the years subsequent to 
1810. The extravagant speculations were followed by an enormous 
destruction of capital, but the currency which was issued to represent 
it remained in circulation and soon manifested itself in a rapid fall of 
the value of paper. It was impossible that paper should ever cet 
itself unless this superfluous currency was destroyed.

“ to that subject.” 

On this occasion a deduction of 125 has been made from the marks assigned in 

each subject.

I am directed by the Civil Service Commissioners to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 22nd ultimo, with enclosure, further on 
the subject of the examination of candidates for commissions in the 
Royal Marine Artillery and Light Infantry. 

In reply, Iam to acquaint you, for the information of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, that the Commissioners will readily 
give their assistance in conducting these examinations under the 
regulations enclosed with your letter, and that they will arrange to hold 
them at the time which you mention, viz.:; early in August in each 
year. It will be convenient if the Commissioners can be supplied with 
the names of the candidates not later than the lst of July. 

There is, however, one point to which the Commissioners think it right 
to advert with reference to the eleventh regulation, which provides that 
marks.obtained in any additional subject will not be counted unless they 
exceed one sixth of the assigned maximum. It may not have occurred to 
their Lordships, that the effect of this provision, construed literally, would 
be that if two candidates obtained respectively a little more and a little 
less than the prescribed minimum, as for instance the one 105, the other 
95 out of 600 in chemistry, the former though only better than’ the 
other in this subject by 10 marks, would count 105 more marks in re- 
spect of it. To avoid this, the Commissioners in such cases have been in 
the habit of deducting from the marks of each candidate a number 
corresponding to the minimum of proficiency ; in other words, of so 
adjusting the standard that marks shall not begin to be counted until the 
minimum of proficiency has been reached. And the deduction they 
think, if made at all, should be the same in respect of all the subjects, 
whatever may be the maxima assigned to them. 

If the Lords of the Admiralty should agree with the Commissioners 
in thinking this the best method of proceeding, a further question would 
arise whether the deduction should not apply to all the subjects excepting 
drawing, and perhaps also applied mathematics, and not to the additional 
subjects. only ; more especially as there might in some cases be a 
difficulty in determining which subjects were to be regarded as 
additional, Some slight aiterations would then be needed, not only in 
paragraph XI. of the regulations, but also in paragraphs X. and XII. 
1 am only to add that as no mention is made in paragraph VIII. of 
handwriting or spelling, which are usually included in preliminary 
examinations for the civil and military services, the Commissioners 
understand that it is not their Lordships’ wish that candidates for the 
marine service should be tested in these subjects.

- The estimate of 4,840/, on account of- the Census of Ireland, 1871, for the year 
1874-75, has been necessitated by the prolongation of the Census work beyond the 
period originally limited for its completion. 

This prolongation has been occasioned by two circumstances, viz. :— 

(a.) Deficiency in the supply of clerks required by the Census Commissioners and 

sanctioned by the Treasury. 

(0.) Alteration in the character and quantity of the work to be executed. 

In 1870 the Census Commissioners were invited to estimate for the production of 
a report and tables similar in plan to those of the Census of 1861. ‘They framed 
their estimate accordingly ; but the average number of clerks applied for by the 
Commissioners and sanctioned by the Treasury has never been supplied to them.

In reply, I am to acquaint you, for the information of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, that all appointments to 
clerkships in the Census Office, Ireland, have been made by means of 
nomination, subject to a qualifying examination only. The difficulty

The total number of candidates nominated up to June 1873 was MMPS 
consequently 480, of whom 177 obtained certificates, 178 failed in the 
examination, and 125 were absent or ineligible.

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satisfying themselves as to the real age of Irish candidates. The case to 
which I have referred, and with the details of which you are already 
acquainted, may be taken as a specimen of numerous cases of a similar 
kind, in which Trish candidates and their friends have deliberately 
attempted to deceive the Commissioners and-obtain admission to the 
Civil Service by means of false evidence of age.» And from the frequency 
of such attempts which have been detected, the Commissioners are 
apprehensive that in some cases such attempts to impose upon them may 
have been successful. 

The Commissioners feel it their duty to point out that it is ; not only 
the candidates and their immediate relatives who have thus combined 
for purposes of deception. In more than one recent case they have been 
‘aided by the teachers of national schools,* who have allowed the interested 
parties access to the school registers; and official records have been thus 
tampered with. In many cases also the embarrassment of the Commis- 
sioners has been increased by the manifest reluctance of the parish priests 
to give their assistance in eliciting the truth. 

It is more especially to open competitions for the numerous appoint- 
ments in the Excise that the foregoing observations apply, and it is a 
fact worth recording that a very large per-centage of the successful 
competitors for these appointments are Irishmen. It may be added that 
with the view of meeting the convenience of Irish candidates the Com- 
missioners have recently made the centres of examination in Ireland 
more numerous than formerly. 

In cases of difficulty the Commissioners have, as you are probably 
aware, been in the habit of occasionally requesting the assistance of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and they have much pleasure in expressing 
their sense of the value of the aid thus rendered to them. ‘The reports 
furnished by the Royal Irish Constabulary have invariably been able 
and impartial, and the Commissioners have come to the conclusion from 
past experience that it would be a great protection to themselves in the 
discharge of a difficult duty, as well as to the public who are immediately 
concerned in the integrity of the examinations conducted by the Commis- 
sioners, if they could in future be allowed to refer all cases occurring in 
Ireland in which the evidence of age may be doubtful directly to the 
Inspector-General of Constabular y, with a request that he will give 
directions for a local inquiry, including the inspection of original records 
where such are available, and the transmission of a report to this depart- 
ment. The Commissioners do not apprehend that the number of such 
cases would be very great. Probably they would not exceed from 30 to 40 
in the course of the year, and they would for the most part occur after 
the periodical examinations for the Excise. 

The Civil Service Commissioners will therefore be obliged if you will 
lay this suggestion before the Chief Secretary, with the expression of their 
hope that it may be found possible to allow them the advantage of such 
assistance as the Royal Irish Constabulary may be able to afford until 
the period arrives when the general register of births becomes available 
for proving the ages of Irish candidates for admission to the Civil Service 
of the Crown.

Tue period having now expired which limited the operation of the under the 
Superannuation Act Amendment Act, the Civil Service Commissioners epics F 
think it desirable, before finally closing the correspondence on the subject, ye an a ons 
to draw the attention of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Act, i873. 
Treasury to a point of some importance connected with it. 
The Commissioners do not wish at present to advert to the provisions 
of the Act itself, or the manner in which jthey have been interpreted, 
beyond observing that as their own action under those provisions was 
limited to concurring in a course indicated by their Lordships, they con- 
sidered themselves justified in assuming that the necessary conditions 
had been fulfilled within the intention of the Legislature in every case in 
which their Lordships intimated a willingness to issue a warrant, unless 
they themselves were in possession of information which appeared to 
rebut such assumption. 
The point which the Commissioners have now specially in view, has 
reference to the question, for what situations their certificate of qualifica- 
tion ought to be granted and ought to be required. 
The Commissioners have always held that their certificate ought not 
to be granted solely for the purpose of rendering a particular person 
eligible for superannuation allowance. 
On this principle they proceeded on a recent occasion in dealing with 
the case of appointments in the Court of Probate, respecting which there 
appeared to be a doubt whether they might not be exempt from the 
operation of the Order in Council of the 4th June 1870, under the terms 
of the Act 21 Vict. c. 77. § 18. 
The case was brought before the Commissioners in a letter from the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, in the course of which he stated it as 
“ a matter for their serious consideration, whether it is advisable that 
“ a certificate should in future be granted to any person who may desire 
“ to receive it for his own advantage in an office which claims exemp- 
‘¢ tion from the general rule applicable to the Civil Service.” 
Entirely concurring in the views thus expressed, the Commissioners 
when requested to examine a candidate for an appointment in the office 
above mentioned declined to do so until it was agreed that such exemp- 
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tion should not be claimed, but that all persons proposed to be appointed 
to such situations should be submitted to examination. 

On the same ground in the somewhat similar case of the Court of 
Bankruptcy (Ir eland) the Commissioners did not feel justified in acceding 
to a request that they would examine a ‘candidate for appointment as 
messenger, when the liability to examination under the Order in Council ~ 
was distinctly denied, and it was admitted that a certificate was sought 
in the particular case mainly, if not solely, with a view to superannua- 
tion. And though from your letter of the 23rd August last, the 
Commissioners learned with regret that the Lords of the Treasury dis- 
sented from the view then taken by them, they are themselves unable to 
see how they could properly have adopted a different course. It appears 


‘to them to be clearly contrary to the intention alike of the Order in 


Council, and of the Superannuation Act, that candidates for any situation 


should have the option, subject to the approval ‘of the head of the depart- 


ment, of obtaining or not obtaining certificates of qualification. They 
think, therefore, that such certificate ought in no case to be granted, 
except on the understanding that in all similar cases a certificate will be 
required before an appointment is made. 

If these views are correct as regards the grant of certificates, it is 
obvious that they apply with equal force to the issue of warrants under 
the recent Act. For one of the conditions of. issuing such warrant was 
that it should be proved to have been “through inadvertence ” that a 
certificate of qualification was not obtained at the time of appointment, 
and it could not be inadvertence, unless the situation were one in respect 
of which a certificate ought to have been required in the past, and there- 


- fore ought under similar circumstances to be-required in the future. 


Bearing this in mind, the Commissioners have been struck by the faet, 
that in the list of situations respecting which warrants have been issued, 
there are very many which have not previously been recognised as falling 
within the rules requiring certificates of qualification, and they have it 
in contemplation to address a circular to the several departments con- 
cerned, pointing out that no appointments can properly be made hence- 
forth to such situations without previous examination as prescribed by 
the Order in Council. Before doing this, however, they have thought it 
advisable to bring the matter to the notice of the Lords of the Tr easury, 
in case it should be the opinion of their Lordships, that any of these 
situations should now be exempted from the operation of the said order 
by being added to Schedule B., either directly or through a warrant 
made under section 4 of the Superannuation Act. Accordingly, a com- 
plete list of the situations referred to is transmitted herewith for their 
Lordships’ information. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners have only to observe that if it should 
appear to their Lordships as it undoubtedly appears to themselves to be 
unsatisfactory, that the necessity of a certificate should rest as in the 
case of departments having statutory right of appointment upon an 
understanding with the head of the depar tment, the grave inconvenience 
attaching to this state of things could only be completely remedied by an 
Act of the Legislature, which should give to the Order in Coyncil in all 
such cases the force of law.

In reply to your letter of the 20th ultimo, respecting the effect of 
the Superannuation Act, 1873, upon the course to be pursued by your 
department hereafter in regard to the situations named in the schedule 
to your letter, I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, to remind you that where a statutory right exists to 
Appoint unconditionally to a particular situation no agreement or under- 
standing on the part of individual heads of departments, that their ap- 
pointees shall be required to obtain your certificates will be binding on 


- their successors (nor perhaps more than morally on themselves), and that 


so far as the strict letter of the law goes, all such appointees (where you 


' examine them at all, as in cases mentioned further on you consent to do) 


‘«* will continue to have the option subject to the approval of the head of 
“ the department of obtaining or not obtaining your certificates of 
“ qualification,” subject of course to the connexion between your 
certificates and pensions on retirement. 

My Lords, however, agree with you in thinking that where, for the 

purposes of the Superannuation Act, 1873, the chief of a department 
has certified that a particular person was appointed without a certificate 
through inadvertence on’ the part of his superiors, and without any 
default of his own, the fair inference is that he will in future require the 
holders of the same situation to obtain certificates. 
. As often. as any doubt on this point suggested itself to my Lords, they 
added to the announcement of their orders under the Superannuation 
Act, 1878, words signifying that their order would not be held by them 
hereafter to confer a right to superannuation unless arrangements should 
be made for bringing the situation under the Order in Council of the 
4th of June 1870. 

Passing on to cases in which statutory noininations are not in question, 
it appears to my Lords that the circumstance whether or not a scheme 
of examination has already been fixed for a particular situation, does 
not determine whether the situation falls within or beyond the Super- 
annuation Act, 1878. That Act may be a reason for hastening the 
completion of such schemes, but it does not appear to my Lords to 
require that they should have been completed before it was put into 
effect. 

_ With regard to the letter from this Board of 23rd of August last, 
I am to observe that my Lords did not express their dissent from 
your views, further than by saying that they did not see how the corre- 
spondence forwarded to the Treasury supported them, and my Lords have 
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waited for further information. ‘They do not yet see why if the judges 
of the Irish Bankruptey Court were willing that their messengers should 
be examined by your Commission, it was a good reason for not doing so 
that the same judges had it intheir power to exclude your intervention, 
and to dispense with your certificates. 

The same reasoning applies to the offices of the common law courts in 
England, where nevertheless you examine, although the chief justices of 
those cgurts have expressly denied your right to do so, whenever they 
choose to withhold or withdraw their consent. P 

Subject to these observations, my Lords offer no objection to the 
measures proposed in your letter, but they think it would be advisable 
to postpone them until Parliament shall have had time to consider the 
return which is required by the Act of 1873 to be made to it at the 
beginning of this session, and they would be glad to be allowed to see a 
draft of the proposed circular before it is issued, and to offer for the 
consideration of your Board any further observations which it may 


suggest. 


My Lords presume that the circular, in addition to its general argu- 
ment, will specify the particular situations which require to be regulated 
according to its terms in each department to which it is addressed, so that 
the authorities of each department, if they are satistied with the 
premisses, will merely have ‘to take the usual proceedings, in corre- 
spondence with your Board, and with the Treasury, to satisfy the terms 
of the Order in Council of the 4th June 1870, in regard to the situations 
in question. ;

Burore transmitting the accompanying letters to the Secretary of 

State for War, I shall be much obliged if the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners will inform me whether they have any objection to the proposals 
of the Governor of the Royal Military Academy, namely : 

1. To include trigonometry in the obligatory portion of mathematics 
for the entrance examination. 

2. To increase the marks of the voluntary portion of mathematics 
from’2,500 to 3,000. 

8. To reduce the marks for English from 3,000 to 2,000. 

4, To reduce the, marks for Latin from 3,000 to 2,000, and’ to make 


- Latin and Greek one subject under the head of “Classics,” as formerly, 


with 4,000 marks, it being understood that a candidate need not take up 
both unless he chooses. 

5. To allow Hindustani or any modern European language to be 
taken up. 

6. To raise the standard of the examination in classics to that of the 
6th form at a publie school; together with any observations which the 
Commissioners may desire to favour me with.

Royal Military Academy, Woolwich 1873,

Imive to request that you will call the attention of His Royal Highness the’ 
Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief and the Secretary of State for War to the effect 
the late changes in the examinations for admission’ are producing in the can- 
didates who are admitted to the Royal Military Academy. 

The Royal Commission on Military Education recommended certain changes im 
the subjects for these examinations and in the values assigned to them which were 
embodied in the regulations of the 15th lebruary 1870, and came into force in July 
1871, but before any examination had been held under the rules thus framed, and 
consequently before any experience had been gained as to their practical working, 
new regulations were issued 29th June 1871 in which very important changes were: 
made, ‘hese latter came into operation in September 1872. 

Three examinations were held under the regulations of 1870, four have since been 
held under the existing regulations, and I therefore propose to compare their results 
with each other, and with those of the three last-examinations held under the 
regulations in force at the time of the Royal-Commission, which were dated 5th May 
1862, and had been in operation since January 1863. : 

The annexed Table No. 1 contains the changes which haye been made, the effect 
of which is shown in the following tabie, in which the relative per-centage values of 
the various subjects are stated, on the supposition that in addition to mathematics 
the candidates take up the most paying subjects, which is practically what, as a rule, 
is the case,

From this table it will he seen that higher importance was attached to mathematics 
in the old regulations than in- those of 1870 or 1871, and that while greater value 
was given to classics by the regulations of 1870 than by either of the others, the 
system as regards classics has been changed. In the old regulations an equal value 
was given to Latin and Greek, but the two were considered as one subject, and 
consequently, as a rule, were taken up together, thus giving a candidate who had 
been well educated at a classical school a fair chance of success when competing: 


‘with a good mathematician, whereas in the subsequent regulations a preponderating 


importance is given to Latin, the natural result of which has been to give an impulse 
to its study, while Greek has been neglected. The effect also of increasing the value 
of Latin by the regulations of 1870 was very serious in reducing the relative impor- 
tance of voluntary mathematics, which being a more difficult subject, was apparently 
neglected for the easier and better paying subjects. This has been the case to a 
greater extent since the promulgation of the existing regulations by which English 
is placed on a par with Latin, so that few candidates now devote themselves seriously 
to the study of the higher mathematics, although some of them probably would do 


a 
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80, but that they found the labour essential to a proficiency in it will bring a better Myrrrary 
return if devoted to Latin and English. EXAMINATIONS. 

Table No. 2 exhibits the results of these changes on the examinations. In it the 
proportion per cent. of marks gained by the successful candidates in the various Changes in 
subjects at their entrance examinations is shown. The column headed “5th May the course of 
“1862” is derived from the three last examinations held under the regulations of examination 
that date, that headed “15th February 1870” from the three examinations held foy the Royal 
under the regulations of that date, and the numbers in the last column are derived Military 
from the four examinations which have been held under the existing regulations. Academy. 

Table No. 3 gives an analysis of the same examinations under a different aspect, in it 
is stated the proportion per cent. of the successful candidates examined in a few of 
the more important subjects, and of those who were examined and obtained two- 
thirds, half, one-third, or less than one-third of the maximum marks assigned to 
those subjects. 

This table confirms the results in Table No. 2, and shows clearly the disastrous 
effect of the recent changes in the study of mathematics. The number who passed 
really good examinations in obligatory mathematics has increased; this is satis- 
factory, but as an offset to this advantage it must be remembered that plane trigo- 
nometry was included in the obligatory mathematics, the results of which are shown 
in the first column, but not in the subsequent examinations to which the last columns 
refer. As regards the higher and voluntary mathematics the result is most serious ; 
the proportion of marks gained in it in the last four examinations has been less than 

. 9 per cent., while four-fifths of the successful candidates have obtained less than 
one-third marks, and less than 5 per cent. have obtained half marks. 

This fully justifies the opinions of the professor and instructors in. mathematics, 
whose representations to me on this head have induced me to undertake this analysis. 
Mathematics is daily becoming of higher importance to officers, both of the Artillery 
and Engineers, and although it may not be necessary to require from every officer a 
very high standard of mathematical attainment, still a certain minimum, which will 
permit of a thorough comprehension of the formule used in the daily practice of 
their profession and of the laws of mechanics, sufficient to enable artillery officers to 
apply the means at their disposal for moving and mounting heavy guns, &c. with 
skill and safety to their men, and engineer officers to apply materials economically 
and safely in military constructions, is absolutely necessary, and it has always been 
thought desirable to have in each service some officers who, from their higher 
mathematical attainments are capable of dealing with some of the more intricate 
questions which they must meet with in the practice of their profession. 

Formerly the study of the higher mathematics was encouraged, so that there were 
always a certain number of cadets who could be carried forward, while in the 

| Academy, to the study of some of the more difficult problems connected with their 
| profession, but as matters now are, the higher mathematics are swamped by Latin 
and English, and the professor informs me that he fears there will soon be no cadets 
sufficiently advanced to study the more important subjects, such as the theory of 
projectiles, and the strains induced in beams by weights under different conditions, 
: &e. This is a state of things which calls for immediate remedy, and which, as 
| governor of this institution, and responsible for the instruction given in it, I must 
urgently press upon your attention. 

From an examination of Tables 2 and 8, it will be seen that English composition, 
literature, and history combined, have assumed a most important position in the 
admission of candidates to the Academy. ‘The high value now given to the subject, 
19 per cent., as compared with 15:8 per cent. for voluntary mathematics, and 12°6 
per cent. for all other subjects except Latin and Drawing, renders it almost im- 
possible for any candidate to sueceed, however good a mathematician or linguist he 
may be, or however proficient in experimental or natural sciences, who does not take 

~ up either English or Latin, and as a fact, no qualified candidate has attempted it 
| since the existing regulations were issued, except one who was at the bottom of the 
| list, a miserable failure, and did not succeed in obtaining his admission to the 
| Academy. / 

| With regard to the examination in English as at present conducted, I venture to 
say that it is productive of highly pernicious results in other ways. If it introduced 
into the Academy a few young men of superior talents and education, who had made 
English literature and history an especial study, and were what may be termed well 
read men, I should not object to the examination, but, as a rule, such young men 
are not to be found at the age at which these candidates are examined, and as a con- 
sequence it becomes necessary to publish a few months before each examination a 
list of the books, and of the portions of history in which the candidates are to be 
examined, and forthwith a process of cramming commences of the worst possible 
character, in which they read for hours daily, committing to memory all that they 
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can acquire from masters skilled in preparing them for examination, to the utter 
neglect of more important studies, and with serious detriment to their health. The 
number of youths whose health breaks down under this trying process is considerable, 
several have come under my personal observation, but the final result is that upwards. 
of 90 per cent. of the successful candidates are brought forward for examination in 
English, and ultimately obtain 21 per cent. of the: total marks gained in the 
examination. 

The fact is, I believe, that the greater portion of the young men examined in this. 
subject have never seriously studied either English history or literature previously to- 
the publication of the subjects for examination, that they acquire a distaste for the 
study, and cease from it afterwards, and it is probable that within a year or two, 
scarcely one of them would retain any useful remembrance of the subjects so- 
erammed into him. 

The few who do not take up English are, in general, those who have had a good 


. classical education, and feel safe by competing for the high marks given for Latin. 


As regards Latin also, I would observe that much of what I have urged with 
respect to English is applicable to it. The very high-value given to it induces so: 
large a number of the candidates to take. it up as to ihclude 68 per cent. of those 
who succeed. I should be sorry for any change to be. made which would have the 
effect of excluding a youth who had shown talent and industry in the acquirement 
of a knowledge of the ancient classics, provided he knew a certain minimum in. 
mathematies, feeling assured that one who-had acquired such knowledge would 
apply himself to the study of those subjects which form the curriculum within the. 
Academy, and would do well in them. Such has been the experience of a few good. 
classical scholars who have gone through the Academy; they almost invariably 
assume a high place in getting their commissions, but unfortunately the entrance 
examinations are so conducted that very inferior scholars obtain considerable marks. 
for the subject to the great detriment of the studies within the Academy. To 
accomplish the desired object the examinations ought to be of the nature of those 
given to the sixth forms of our large public schools, instead of being as they are of 
the nature of those given to the fourth forms. As a consequence of the present 


state of things, the Academy is being filled with young men with a slight smattering 


of the Latin classics which will never be of any use to them in after life, and is not 
even calculated to ensure a thoroughly grammatical knowledge of their own lan- 
guage. After their entrance into the Academy they pursue the study for a few 
months, at the expense of time which might be much better devoted to professional 
subjects, are examined, and a large proportion fail to qualify in it, and others for 
the most part only pass indifferent examinations. In the three last Latin examina- 
tions held within the Academy only 36 cadets (42 per cent.) out of 82 who obtained 
marks at the entrance examination were able to qualify by obtaining one-third 
marks at their first examination, and only 8 passed good examinations, obtaining” 
half marks. 

The resuit of my inquiry is that the entrance examinations, as now conducted, are 
producing candidates who. are very imperfectly instructed in the subjects required. 
for their professioh, and unless changed will dictate a course of education within 
the Academy which will not come up to the requirements of the Artillery or Engi- 
neers, nor produce as scientific officers as used to be produced formerly. ‘This: 
conviction has been of gradual growth in my mind, having forced itself upon me 
by the results that are being obtained, and would probably have been much more 
evident, and at an earlier date, if it had not been for the present abnormal state 
ofthe Academy, which has caused the shortcomings to be attributed to the short 
terms. ; 

As an instance of the effects of these examinations, I may mention that two 
gentlemen now in the Academy, both good mathematicians, stood. 45th and 46th on 
the list of candidates, and were actually excluded from among the successful candi- 
dates, having neither of them taken up Latin, but were afterwards admitted by a 
lucky chance, more having been allowed to enter than were at. first intended, and 
now stand 2nd and 6th in their class, being far superior in every way to many who- 
were preferred before them. ;

I would suggest also as an improvement, if it can be carried out, that the candi- 
dates be allowed to take up any modern foreign language spoken in Europe or 
Hindustani, instead of confining the examinations to French and German, as it may 
often be useful to have officers in the service possessing a knowledge of other 
languages, even though only French and German are taught in the Academy. 

With respect to the mathematical examination, I append a report from the pro- 
fessor of mathematics, to whose recommendations I attach very great importance. 
It would be of immense advantage if plane trigonometry could be included in the 
obligatory examination as it was formerly, and if the examinations in the higher 
voluntary mathematics were more limited in their range and more thorough in those 
branches in which papers are set. 

I would also suggest that the examination in classics, which, if any proposition 
be accepted, may count for 28 per cent. of the subjects taken up, be more of the 
nature of that usually given to the sixth forms of public schools. 

By this means a good classical scholar taking up the obligatory mathematics 
would have a fair chance of competing for admission, but indifferent fourth form 
boys would not get marks, and thus not exclude others much better adapted for the 
service. 

If these propositions be adopted I would suggest that the rules should be altered 
at once, and notice given that they will come into operation at the examination to 
be held in December next. I should hope that by this means we should obtain 
cadets such as are required, fit to’ pursue their professional studies in the Academy 
with advantage, instead of our being obliged to limit their instruction within the 
Academy in a manner which will certainly have the effect of lowering the professional 
standard of officers of Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers.

Sr, August 1873. 

I wisx to address to you some remarks on the mathematical attainments of the 
gentlemen cadets when admitted to the Royal Military Academy, considered’ as 
bearing on the courses of study in mathematics and mechanics pursued in the institu- 
tion, and for the conduct of which I am responsible as Professor of those subjects. 
It would be beyond my province to speak of mathematics viewed as a branch of 
general education, or of the place assigned to it as such,in the competitive 
examination. 

In the courses of mathematics and mechanics of a scientific military school it is 

clear that those sciences should be viewed as instruments, indispensable to certain 
technical and practical applications, which must always be kept in view; hence these 
courses have necessarily a professional and peculiar character, different from college 
or university teaching ; and it would be desirable that the preliminary mathematical 
training of the cadets should, if possible, be such as will be most useful to them in 
the studies pursued here. 
- Now a good practical knowledge of pure geometry, both plane and solid, is of the 
greatest use to them in those studies; and at the same time we find them almost 
without exception extremely deficient init. As you are aware, the method of geo- 
metrical construction is now extensively used in the arts of construction, instead of 
the method of analysis and formula, by all practical men; the different forces and 
stresses at work throughout a machine or structure being determined by the former 
method with greater facility and clearness, and with quite sufficient accuracy. Now 
it is clear that in learning the principles of this method, as our cadets do at present, 
questions of pure geometry must frequently arise, and a ready knowledge of the 
subject is most valuable. 


Pure geometry is equally indispensable in the study of mechanism and machinery. , 


all the various contrivances for modifying and transforming motion being based upon 
geometrical properties. 

' Byen in the courses of pure mathematics, many properties of the conic sections 
and other curves, which, constantly occur in mechanics, are arrived at more easily by 
the geometrical method than the analytical, while for clearness and conviction to 
the minds of beginners there can be no comparison between the two. I have accord- 
ingly endeavoured in such cases to familiarize the cadets with the use of the former 
method. 

Though a good knowledge of geometry is thus so important to our cadets, I find 
that even the best of them are very deficient in it. This I attribute to the fact that 
the examination in geometry, for admissions, consists almost entirely of questions on 
the text of Huclid. The candidates therefore carefully get up the text of Euclid so 
as to be able to write out any of his propositions tney may be asked, but are not 
exercised in solving problems for themselves. An easy remedy for this would be to 

give, in the admission examination, more importance to the solution of new questions 
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on the various properties of triangles, circles, &c.; of course these should be of a _ 
very simple kind. I would also- propose that some, not quite so simple, should be 
given in the optional part of the mathematical examination in which I believe none 
are now given on pure geometry. ‘There is no better test of a boy’s original talents 
than such questions; if judiciously chosen, what is called “cramming” will avail 
nothing in preparing for them; whereas in preparing the text of Euclid in the way 
done at present, I believe with many it half consists in learning by heart. _They are 
generally better in such a subject as algebra, because there they are obliged to 
think for themselves from being accustomed to deal with all sorts of new examples 
and problems, while in geometry they never have to think for themselves, it being 
for them a mere exercise of memory. 

In solid geometry the deficiency is still greater, and a portion at least of the 
optional examination should be devoted to questions on solid geometry, very simple, 
but still of a character to test the soundness and clearness of the candinates’ concep- 


. tions and his power of applying them, rather than his capacity to reproduce on paper 


a few standard propositions, nearly in the words of Euclid. 

Trigonometry is not now required in the preliminary examination, and conse- 
quently we find several cadets in each class come here with no knowledge of that 
subject, and others with scarcely any. This is found to be a serious drawback, as 
they have to begin the study of it in the Academy, and the very limited knowledge 
of it which they can attain in the time, lowers the general standard for the whole 
class, and increases the difficulty of their understanding elementary mechanics, a 
study of course quite new to such cadets. ; 

In fact, under the present system a certain number of cadets arrive so prepared 
that it is impossible to expect them at the conelusion of their course to have attained 
even the minimum amount of scientific instruction which every officer of either corps 
ought to possess, and which was evidently contemplated by the late Royal Commis- 
sion, “the application of mathematics to machinery” being expressly named by 
them as a subject to be studied by all; taking it even in the most restricted sense, 
it at least pre-supposes a’ thorough knowledge of elementary mechanics and of the 
mathematics required for it. 

Besides the minimum considered essential for all it is, I believe, universally 
admitted that there ought to be at least some few officers of sufficient scientific 
attainments to understand the various ‘subtle and difficult questions which arise in 
modern artillery and engineering, involving a sound knowledge of parts of the higher 
mathematics and mechanics. For such one would naturally look to cadets who had 
distinguished themselves in the “further examination” for admission, and, during 
their Academy career, in our “ voluntary ” courses in those subjects, which courses, 
I need not say, have to be adapted to the attainments of those who enter on them. 
Now there is a serious falling off in the mathematical knowledge of our best cadents 
within the last two or three years, so much that I fear several items must be ex- 
cluded from our courses in the higher mechanics as being too advanced, relating in 
particular to the strength of materials, the motions of solid bodies’ (required for pro- 
jectiles), the calculation of the trajectory of a projectile, and different applications to 
machinery. 

The reason for this is clear. Few candidates for admission now find it worth 
their while to deyote themselves seriously to the study of mathematics; rarely do 
the marks of a candidate exceed one-third of the total (2,500) allotted to the 
optional subjects. Those even who have a natural aptitude for this study evidently 
find the labour essential to any real proficiency in it, will bring a better return in 
marks if devoted to other subjects, such as English or Latin, and no doubt are quite 
right in their calculation. The only remedy for the evil would be a re-distribution 
of the marks for the admission examination, giving to mathematics a share propor- 
tionate to its difficulty and importance as regards the future profession of the candi- 
dates. It should not be forgotten that it_is more difficult for a well prepared 
candidate to obtain a high proportion of marks out of the total in a voluntary 
examination in mathematics (a portion of which-ought to consist of new problems) 
than in other subjects, an additional reason for making a difference in the totals. 

Questions are sometimes proposed in the optional part of the admission examina- 
tion which seem of too advanced a character. It is surely too much to suppose that 
at their age, and with so many other subjects on hand, candidates could acquire any 
sound or solid knowledge of such subjects as central forces in dynamics, or Poinsot’s 
theory of the equilibrium of systems of forces, or of differential equations, yet ques- 
tions are sometimes given on such subjects. The effect of this would be to induce 
candidates to “ get up,’ in an unsound manner, subjects really beyond them; on the 
chance of a proposition being given upon them. It would tend to promote a state 
of preparation more useful to them at the Academy if, instead of such questions, 
original problems on more elementary subjects in statics, dynamics, conics, infini- 
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tesimal calculus, geometry, &c. were given in greater numbers; this would make . 


them learn to think for themselves and apply their knowledge to new cases as they 
arise, defeating also the system of “ cramming ” propositions, definitions, &c., instead 
of mastering them, which still partially prevails. 

T hope I have not exceeded my duty in making these remarks as to the admission 
examination, but it is impossible to dissociate it from the success or failure of the 
instruction which it is my duty to direct as Professor in the Royal Military Academy. 
I may add that all the instructors in mathematics concur fully in what I have said 
above.

Tue Civil Service Commissioners have carefully considered, in 

compliance with your request, the proposals made by Sir J. Simmons in 

the letter which was forwarded with your communication of the 19th 

ultimo for amending the scheme of examination of candidates for admis- 

sion to the Royal Military Academy. 

From that letter, the Commissioners learn that experience has satisfied 
General Simmons that a large proportion of four of the candidates who 
obtain admission under the present regulations are not far enough 
advanced in mathematics as to be able to reach the ordinary standard 
during the time which can be devoted to that study in the Academy ; 
while the proportion of those who show themselves capable of reaching 
the higher standard required for the Engineers, and for some branches 
of the Artillery service is inconveniently small, and is diminishing. 

The Commissioners are of course unable to offer any opinion on the 
question, how far it would be possible or advisable, with the view of 
remedying this defect, to lengthen the time devoted to the study of 
mathematics at the academy ; but assuming that no change can be made 
in this respect, it would appear to be clearly for the interests of the 
service, that steps should be taken for attracting into it persons possess- 
ing a higher degree of mathematical proficiency. Shortly before the 
receipt of your letter, the attention of the Commissioners had been 
called to this subject by the examiners to this department, who, in a 
report on the results of the recent competitions, pointed out the serious 
and growing deficiency of good mathematicians among the competitors, 
attributing it to the same cause which is alleged by General Simmons, 
namely, the small amount of marks assigned to the optional portions of 
mathematics as compared with those which are given for other subjects, 
more especially for English, in which marks are more easily obtained. 

. Under these circunistances, thé Commissioners are disposed to agree 

with Sir L, Simmons, in thinking that it would be for the advantage of 
the service to replace trigonometry among the subjects of the obligatory 
examination, and to raise the marks assigned to the voluntary portion of 
mathematics to 3,000 or- even 4,000; reducing at the same time, the 
maxima for English and Latin to 2,000, but allowing Latin and Greek 
to count as one subject, with a maximum of 4,000. 

They concur also in the opinion that it would be desirable to admit 
among the subjects of the competitive examination, other languages 
besides French and German, as, for instance, any one of the following, 
viz., Italian, Spanish, Russian, and Hindustani, at the option of the can- 


didate. On the other hand, it appears to the Commissioners to be of 


importance that all persons who are admitted to the Academy should be 
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Muirary able to compose, with tolerable ease and correctness, in their own 
Examrnations. language ; and they would therefore suggest that an exercise in English 
peas composition should be one of the subjects of the obligatory examination, 
Changesin and that to this exercise one fourth of the total number of marks 


at othe allotted to English should be appropriated.

to it at first, making the examination at the same time more searching 
within those limits, and they propose to take further steps in the same 
direction. 

_ In this respect it appears to them that there should be an advantage 
in issuing, together with the regulations, a well-considered syllabus of 
the branches on which papers would be set. Lastly, as regards the 
standard of the examination in classics, the Commissioners have made 
some inquiry with the view of ascertaining how far it is susceptible of 
improvement, and having satisfied themselves that General Simmons is 
justified in thinking that it-has hitherto been somewhat too low, they 
have given directions that it should be raised in future examinations,

I am directed by the Civil Service Commissioners to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of 23rd February, with enclosures, on the 
subject of the proposed revision of the regulations relating to the 
examinations for admission to the Royal Military Academy. 

In reply, I am to state that the Commissioners see no objection to 
the main alterations proposed in the draft (B.) which accompanied your 
letter. With regard, however, to the proposed reduction of the number 
of voluntary subjects which a candidate may take up, the Commissioners 
are disposed to think that this change, while liable to some objection in 
itself, is not necessary in order to secure the object which General 
Simmons has in view; and which they quite concur with him in 
desiring, viz., that of encouraging thoroughness of study in the subjects 
attempted. They believe that the same end may be attained in a more 
satisfactory way, by raising the minimum point from which the know- 
ledge of any subject should count for marks; in other words, by making 
a larger deduction than has hitherto been made, under paragraph 55 of 
the regulations, from the marks gained by a candidate in each subject. 
In their letter of the 19th February 1870, the Commissioners themselves 
suggested that the number to be deducted should be 125; but they see 
reason now to think that a deduction of, 250 would be better proportioned 
to the large maxima allotted to the several subjects ; and they propose, 
if the Secretary of State see no objection, to adopt this number in future, 
unless any further change should appear desirable. They assume that 
it is intended that where under the head of classics a candidate takes up 
both Greek and Latin, a double deduction should be made. 

Passing to other points in the proposed regulations, the Commis- 
sioners would suggest.for consideration, whether it would not be advis- 

able to include in the obligatory examination in trigonometry the 
solution of oblique as well as right-angled triangles. Their experience 
leads them to think that even moderately prepared candidates would be 
found to come up to this test; but they would be prepared, at least at 
the first, not to insist upon it with extreme stringency. 

The amendments that would be necessary to give effect to this 
suggestion with a few others of minor importance are marked in red 
ink on the draft (B.), which is herewith returned according to your 
request, together with the minute of General Simmons.

Report by Commission appointed to consider the whole matter of 
REMUNERATION and CLASSIFICATION of the Crvit SERVICE. 


; Government Offices, Adelaide, 
Sir, 5th December 1873. 

: We, the cedehaeiell composing the board appointed by your 
letter of 22nd October, to consider and report upon the whole matter 
of the remuneration of the Civil Seryice (heads of departments ex- 
cepted), the. classification thereof, and the number of officers required, 
having fully investigated the subject remitted to us, have now the 
honour to present the following report and recommendations, 


2. We are of opinion, in the first place, that the fixed staff of the 
Civil Service should be divided into classes, with a minimum and 
maximum salary attached to each, and that annual increases should be 
attainable by officers in the third and lower classes, within certain 
limits, and subject to certain restrictions, pending promotion. 


3. We recommend the following scale :— 

Class 1. Heads of principal departments, professional and ordinary, 
the consideration of whose salaries does not fall within the 
province of the board. 

Class 2. Deputy heads of principal spurious, and heads of minor 
departments, also divided into “professional” and “ ordinary ;” 
the salaries for the professional” officers ranging from 500/. to 
600/., and those of the “ordinary” ranging from 450J. to 5501., 
each without annual increase.

4. We recommend that every officer should enter (whether by first 
appointment or promotion) at the minimum salary of a class; that he 
should receive the annual increase conditionally, as herein-after sug- 
gested ; and that in no year should he receive a salary higher than the 
maximum limit of his class, unless by POMUHERE HOR for any other duty 
eee upon him. ; 


5. If our recommendations as to the class in which offices should be 
ranked be adopted, we suggest that each present holder should receive, 
in 1874, the salary attached to his name in the accompanying lists, 
although above the minimum salary of his class; and the annual 
increase in future years, until he reaches the maximum. 


6. We would recommend that a classified list of officers be published 
in the Gazette, in the month of January in each year, according to 
seniority in their respective classes. 
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7. We feel it unnecessary to enlarge upon the advantages arising from 
the “annual increase” principle, as a means of securing fair recompense 
to officers retained in their -positions, owing to their increasing value 
and experience therein ; and also as a check upon that general anxiety 
for change hitherto exhibited whenever a clerkship of higher salary has 
become vacant. ‘ 

At the same time, we strongly recommend that annual increases shall 
only be granted on satisfactory evidence of the industry and general 
good conduct of the officer, and upon the certificate of the head of his 
department to that effect. 


8. After arriving at that classification basis, we proceeded to consider 
the ease of every officer on the fixed staff coming within our scope, as 
well as of those officers on the provisional and temporary staff, who 

should, in our opinion, be placed on the fixed. 


9. In dealing with the fixed staff, we considered in detail the position, 
responsibilities, and duties of the office, as well as the qualifications, 
length of service, and past promotions or increased salary of the officer. 
In dealing with the provisional and temporary, we were further guided 
by inquiry, as to whether the office was really fixed, or merely temporary 
in character. 


10. We have felt it our. duty to abstain from dealing with the 
following departments and officers, viz. :— 

The department of his excellency the governor ; 

The departments of the legislature ; 

The stipendiary magistrates—one of whom, whilst presiding magis- 
trate in his court, is ranked as clerk of court, receiving only the 
salary attached thereto ; 

And the lands titles solicitors. 


11. We desire to report, that in addition to supplying returns ordered 
by the Government, the heads of the principal departments favoured 
the board with their attendance, as requested, and stated their views un- 
reservedly—furnishing much valuable information, which materially 
influenced the board, in several instances, in arriving at a decision. 


12. By reference to the accompanying lists, it will be found that the 
board have dealt with the whole of the fixed staff (except those herein- 
before referred to) ; have made more uniform provision for the remune- 
ration of clerks of courts (a matter specially remitted to the board) ; 
have recommended the transfer of a number of officers from the pro- 
visional and temporary list to the fixed; and have included the new 
offices in the estimates now before Parliament. The following table 
shows the result :-—

13. A careful examination of these lists will show that the increases 
proposed for present office holders, for long service and experience, will

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be considerably counterbalanced by reductions from present salaries 
whenever other officers are promoted in succession; and though such 
reduced salaries will be gradually raised by length of service pay, these 
will again, in turn, be succeeded by the minimum rates. 


14. In some cases the successors will be placed in lower classes,, 
owing to the present holder of an office being entitled to special 
consideration for length of service, 


15. With a view to providing efficient candidates for the Civil Service, 
we recommend that the cadet system should be continued, but with 
certain modifications. 


16. We advise that no person should be admitted as a cadet under 
Pay, years of age, and that each candidate should be required to pass an 
examination to show that he has acquired an-ordinary English education ; 
and that he should produce evidence as to his health, “general ability, 
and good character : 

That he should serve for three months on probation and without 
salary, and then only be eligible for continuance in the Civil Service, on 
receiving a certificate of efficiency from the head of the department. 
under whom he has been serving : 

That subsequent to such period of probation and the granting of a 
certificate, a cadet’s pay should be at the rate. of 50/. during the first 
year, 652. during the second, and 80/. during the third year and 
thenceforward, until promoted : 

That a cadet, showing special qualifications, should not be debarred, 
after 18 months’ service, from being appointed to the seventh class on 


‘the fixed list, provided no cadet of longer service is eligible for the 


vacant post : 

That no cadets be employed in the professional oflices of the Service, 
as we are of opinion that the time of professional heads of departments 
is too valuable to Government to be taken up in teaching young 
gentlemen a profession. 


17. In accordance with your request, we append forms of estimates, 
which we consider suited to convey full and clear information to 
Parliament :— 

A—adapted for the year in which the changes first appear : 
B—for subsequent years. 


18. In conclusion, we beg respectfully to record that the conduct of 
this inquiry has confirmed our opinion that the regulations of the Civil 
Service by legal enuctment, is absolutely necessary for the public 
interests.

Gazette ; and in the month of July in every year afterwards, a list of 
all officers in the Civil Service, classified as aforesaid, with the date of 
their first appointment, shall be published in the Government Gazette, 
and such published list shall be conclusive evidence of the character of 
the office and of the rank and length of service of every officer therein 
named, When any officer thirks that in any classification he has been

age, abolition of office, or any other cause whatever, except misconduct, 
or pecuniary embarrassment, shall, with the consent of the governor, be 
entitled to, and shall be paid by the treasurer, a sum equal to one 
month’s salary for every year, and a proportionate sum for any period 
less than a year, that any such officer may have served in the Civil 
Service ; and the average salary received by any such officer during the 
three years next preceding such death, resignation, or removal from 
office shall be taken as the salary of such officer for the purpose of cal- 
culating the amount to be paid by the said treasurer as aforesaid : 
Provided that this clause shall not apply to any officer who shall be 
permitted to resign his office, except upon a medical certificate of illness 
or infirmity before he shall have attained the age of 60 years or have 
been 20 years in the Civil Service. 


33. It shall not be lawful for any officer in the Civil Service to’ 
assign, transfer, make over, or otherwise part with (either by way of 
mortgage, or absolutely except by his last will and testament) any sum 
of money which he may be positively entitled to or have in expectancy 
under the provisions of this Act; and any deed or instrument (other than . 
a last will and testament) purporting to assign, transfer, make over, or part 
with any such sum of money as aforesaid shall be void both at law and 
in equity; nor shall any sum of money to which any such officer shall 
be so entitled as aforesaid pass to the creditors of, or be in any way liable 
to or chargeable with the payment of any of the debts, liabilities, or 
engagements of any such officer, or be levied or attached, or taken into 
execution by virtue of any process, 


34, All questions as to allowances arising out of this part of this Act 
shall be decided finally by the governor. ' 


35, The provisions of this part of the Act shall apply to non-classified 
officers: Provided that no person availing himself of this Act shall be 
entitled to any gratuity or retiring allowance from any other retiring 
fund, established or to be established under any other Act of Parliament 
or regulation.

36. The governor may from time to time make and publish in the 
Government Gazette Regulations, and repeal or vary the same concerning 
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the duties to be performed by officers of the Civil Service, and the 
discipline to be observed in the performance of such duties, and may 
affix to breaches of such regulations according to the nature of the 
offence, the penalties therein set forth: Provided always, that no such 
regulations shall in any manner alter or affect duties which, by any Act 
now or hereafter to be in foree, are or shall be required to be performed, 

37. No officer in the Civil Service shall be deemed to be entitled to No claim for 
any compensation .by reason of any reduction of his salary or on any compensation 
alteration of the limits of salary of his class as herein-before provided, or *f A¢t altered. 
by reason of any alteration in the scale of retiring allowances which may 
be made by any Act amending or repealing this Act. 

38. If, for the interest of the public service, any office be made If office made 
political, the governor. may recommend to Parliament the payment. to political. 
the officer then holding the appointment of a fair and just compensation 
for his retirement therefrom independent of any retiring allowance to 
which he may then be entitled under this Act. 

39. Nothing herein contained shall be taken to prevent the governor Bounty of 
from recommending to Parliament any addition to any retiring allowance Parliament not 
or gratuity in consideration of any special services rendered by any *¢s#ined. 
officer. 

40. All notices of appointments, retirements, removals, and dismissals Notices to be 
shall be inserted in the Government Gazette, and every such notice shall inserted in 
be deemed and taken to be conclusive evidence of every such appoint- Government 
ment, retirement, removal, or dismissal, respectively. Gazette. 

41. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the “ Civil Service Act, Short title.

REGULATIONS respecting Examinations of CANDIDATES for CADETSHIPS 
in the Crviz SreRvice, approved by His ExceLLency the GOVERNOR 
in Councix on 26th August 1874. (Clause 16, Act No. 3, 1874.) 


1. No person can enter the Civil Service as a cadet on probation 
unless he shall be of the full age of 16 years, and not more than 18 
years, and unless he shall have satisfactorily passed the examination 
provided for in these regulations. 

2. Every candidate for admission must forward an application, 
addressed to the Under Secretary, accompanied by Pee and the 
following certificates :— 

Age. Certificate from registrar of birth. ee person unable to 
procure such certificate, to account for its oe and to 
prove his age by satisfactory evidence.’ 

Health.—A. certificate of health signed by some legally qualified 
medical practitioner. 

Character.—A certificate of general good conduct from some respon- 
sible person. 

3. Every candidate (if approved) must pass a certain standard. of 
proficiency to be fixed by a: board of examiners to be appointed from 
time to time by His Excellency the Governor. 

4, The board, in notifying the result of examinations, shall classify 
the successful candidates according to merit ; but the examination is not 
competitive for office, the Government being entitled to select any 
successful candidate for appointment at discretion.
